AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CITY CODE CHAPTERS 12-4, 25-1, AND 25-2
TO CORRECT TYPOGRAPHICAL ERRORS.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

PART 1. Subsection (C) of City Code Section 12-4-64 (Speed Limits) is amended to
read:
(C)(15) Portions of F.M. 2222 [R-M-2222] are also known as:
(@ Allandale Road;
(b)  Koenig Lane; and
(¢)  Northland Drive.
PART 2. The following entries in Subsection (D) of City Code Section 12-4-64 (Table
of Speed Limits) are amended to read:

Allandale Road (F.M. 2222) [{R-M—2222}] from Shoal Creek Bridge (mile point
9.211) to Burnet Road (mile point 9.840). (35 mph)

Lakewood Drive from F.M. 2222 [RM-—2222] to Loop 360 (Capital of Texas
Highway)(North). (25 mph)

F.M. 2222 [R-M-—2222] — All portions within the city limits (Set by the State of
Texas.)
PART 3. Subsection (C) of City Code Section 25-1-366 (Fee Waiver Program for
Existing Residential Structures) is amended to read:
(C) The director shall refund fees collected after June 6, 2011 [20%2] if the
requirements for waiver under this section are met.

PART 4. City Code Section 25-2-809 (Electronic Testing Use) is amended to renumber
it as Section 25-2-811.

PART 5. Subsection (L) of City Code Section 25-2-812 (Mobile Food Establishments)
Is amended to read:
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(L)(2) The director shall accept an application made under this subsection during
February of each year. The council shall consider the applications [durifg]
annually.

PART 6. City Code Section 25-2-812 (Drive-Through Facility) is amended to renumber
it as Section 25-2-813.

PART 7. City Code Section 25-2-813 (Service Station Use) is amended to renumber it as
Section 25-2-814.

PART 8. City Code Section 25-2-813 (Large Retail Uses) is amended to renumber it as
Section 25-2-815.

PART 9. Subsection (C) of City Code Section 25-5-144 (Public Hearing and Notice) is
amended to read:
(C) This subsection applies to an application for approval of a large retail use
described in Section 25-2-815 [25-2-813] (Large Retail Uses).
PART 10. Subsection (C) of City Code Section 25-5-145 (Evaluation of Conditional
Use Site Plan) is amended to read:
(C) A conditional use site plan may not:
(1)  more adversely affect an adjoining site than would a permitted use;

(2) adversely affect the safety or convenience of vehicular or pedestrian
circulation, including reasonably anticipated traffic and uses in the
area;

(3) adversely affect an adjacent property or traffic control through the
location, lighting, or type of a sign; or

(4) for a large retail use described in Section 25-2-815 [25-2-813] (Large
Retail Uses), adversely affect the future redevelopment of the site.
